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any and all actions resulting from violations,...
SENATOR DIERKS: Doesn't necessarily say...
SENATOR BRASHEAR: ...which is not what the Accountability and
Disclosure Commission is empowered to do in any event.
SENATOR DIERKS: Okay.
SENATOR BRASHEAR: It can investigate and bring complaints and
discipline, pursuant to the powers of the act, the act only, and
not criminally.
SENATOR DIERKS: Okay, thank you.
SENATOR COORDSEN: There are no other lights on. Senator
Brashear, did you wish to say anything in closing? Closing is 
waived. The issue before the body is the adoption of the 
committee amendments to LB 758. Those in favor please vote aye, 
those opposed nay. Record, Mr. Clerk.
CLERK: 27 ayes, 0 nays on adoption of committee amendments.
SENATOR COORDSEN: The committee amendments are adopted. There
are no other lights on. Did you wish to close on the bill? 
Closing is waived. The issue before the body is the advancement 
of LB 758 to E & R for initial. Those in favor please vote aye,
those opposed nay. Record, Mr. Clerk.
CLERK: 27 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the advancement of
758.
SENATOR COORDSEN: LB 758 is advanced. The Speaker has
informed me that the hour allocated for consent calendar this 
morning has elapsed, so we move back to the green sheets...to 
the green sheet. We have Final Reading, I understand, for the 
purpose of an amendment.
CLERK: Mr. President, Senator Kristensen would move to return
LR 32 to Select File for a specific amendment. The amendment 
is found on page 1413 of the Journal.
